USDA recently announc¬ 
ed its proposal to revise the 
official U.S. standards for 
grades of carcass beef and 
for slaughter cattle and 
scheduled five public hear¬ 
ings on the proposal. 

John Ford, deputy assis¬ 
tant secretary of agricul¬ 
ture for marketing and in¬ 
spection eervices, said the 
proposed changes should 
allow leaner beef to qualify 
of Prime and Choice grades 
but not sugnificanUy lower 
the palatability of either 
grade. Beef in the Good 
grade would be leaner with 
lowered palatability. 

The public hearings will 
be held during February in 
Utah, Georgia, Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., Iowa and Texas. 

The proposal la a result 


of latest research findings 
and of petitions of change 
that USDA has received in 
recent months, Ford said. 

Ford said USDA officials 
have reviewed all available 
research data and informa¬ 
tion to evaluate the effec¬ 
tiveness of the present beef 
standards and to explore 
possible alternatives. The 
review, he said, Indicated 
that some modiflcationB of 
the beef grade standards 
may be needed. 

USDA's proposal pro¬ 
vides: 

• That the minimum 
marbling requirements for 
the Prime, Choice and 
Good grades in "A matur¬ 
ity"—cattle up to approx¬ 
imately 80 months of age— 
would be reduced to "min¬ 


imum moderate," "typical 
elight" and "minimum 
traces," respectively; 

• That all young beef not 
meeting minimum require¬ 
ments for the Good grade 
would be graded Utility; 

•That the Standard 
grade would be eliminated; 

• That the rate of in¬ 
crease in marbling require¬ 
ments in "B maturity"— 
cattle about 30 to 42 mon¬ 
ths of age—would be dou¬ 
bled; that the marbling to 
maturity relationship be in¬ 
creased from 1:1 to 2:1; 

• That quality grade re¬ 
quirements for buUock beef 
also would be changed so 
they would still be the 
same as those for steer, 
heifer and cow beef in "A 
maturity.” BuUock beef

NCA to analyze USDA’s recent 
proposal for beef grading changes 


i ’ ’The Nai^Oniftl ’Oatfcle-- 
men's Assn, said it Would 
analyze the govenunent'a

NCA's comment follow¬ 
ed USDA's announcement 
of a proposal to revise the 
official etandarde for' 
grades of carcass beef and 
of elaughtered cattle. 

HCA said that the pro¬ 
posed changes were' 'xor^ 
talnly a step in the right 
direction” in that they 
could help encourage the 
production of leaner beef. 
However, the association 
noted, thm are differences - 
between the USDA pro¬ 
posal and tlie NCA petition ^ 
which, resulted in IISDA 
action on the gtading stan¬ 
dards. .

U.S. combined red moat 
and poultry production in 
1982 is llk^ to total 
slightly under 62.0 billion 
lb. about 2 % less them in 
1981. AMI said. 

U.S. turkey production 
will be down somewhat this 
year. Broiler production 
will continue to increase, 
but at a slower rate than 
during the past soveroi 
years. 

In 1982, combined per 
capita ted meat and poul* 
try availability should be 
about 201 lb., down 7 lb. or 
3% frcnn the record 208 lb. 
per capita recorded In each 
of the 2 previous years, 
AMI said. The lower con* 
sumption figure reflects 
population gEQWth and a 
projected further decline In 
importe of Australian bone¬ 
less beef as well as antici¬ 
pated declines In U.S. pro¬ 
duction. 

The average U.S. con¬ 
sumer probably will eat 136 
lb. of md meat in 1982, in¬ 
cluding 77 lb. of beef and 
68 lb. of pork. The average 
consumer ate about 77 lb. 
of beef and 64 lb. of pork 
this year. 

AMI said U.S. meat pro¬ 
duction prospecta thla year 
for the moat part will ‘be 
dictated by the condition of 
U.S. farms. High Input 
costs and record high in- 
tereat rates coupled with 
sluggish Uvesto^ prices 
have acted as a deterrent to 
livestock herd expansion. 

The U.S. bog breeding 
herd now has shnink to Ita 
amaUeat sice since 1975. 

number of cattle on 
U.S. farms remains well 
below the peak number 
record in 1976 despite the 
herd rebuilding that has oc* 
cured over the last 8 years. 

AMI attributed the slow 
pace of the cattle herd

Officials say tariff 
cuts in effect now 

Tariff cuts averaging 
4 . 1 % took effect in most of 
the world’s leading trading 
nations Jan. 1. officials of 
the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) 
announced recently. 

The curbs affect more 
than SI 10 billion worth of 
trade in manufactured 
goods, including textile, 
and more than $12 billion 
worth of agricultural com¬ 
modities. 

The cuts are the third in 
a series of eight tariff 
reductions agreed to by the 
99 nations who participat¬ 
ed in the "Tokyo Round" 
of GATT multilateral trade 
talks, which ended in 1978. 

Annual reductions in tar- 
iffe on manufactured good 
will continue through 1986 
and will result in cuts of 
about one-third from 1978 
levels in duties on these 
itemd. 

The cutbacks in textiles 
duties were conditional on 
the successful extension of 
the Multi-Fiber Arrange¬ 
ment (MEA). The favorable 
outcome of the MFA talks 
Dec. 22 allowed the reduc¬ 
tions to come into force.

However, Hummel said, 
fed cattle prices will be 
lowest in tho second quar¬ 
ter, averaging $66 to $67, 
basis River Markets. Ove^ 
feeding because of cheap 
corn, and non-fed 
slaughter, will preaeure 
prices, he said. Hummel 
estimated daily slaughter 
in the second quarter to 
peak at 146,000 head.

Most of the analysts 
were reluctant to forecast 
prices for the second half of 
the year because of uncer¬ 
tainties about the economy 
and consumer beef de¬ 
mand. 

However, most of the 
analysts projected third- 
quarter prices would be 
^ual to or higher than 
second-quarter, because 
supplies are not expected 
to increase substantially. 

Joe Kropf, Livestock 
Business Advisory Ser¬ 
vices, Inc. analyst, ex¬ 


pected the lop average 
price for fed caltle in 1982 
to bo reached in tho third 
quarter, with prices rong- 
ing from $64 to $67. Hum¬ 
mel agreed the high will be 
reached in the summer, 
ranging from $63 to $67. 

Fourth-quarter fed and 
nori-fed beef supplies are 
expected to increase, ac¬ 
cording to the analysts. If 
the economy does not im¬ 
prove, some of the analysts 
expect cow slaughter to in¬ 
crease significantly. Conse¬ 
quently, most of the ana¬ 


lysts oxpecl fourth-quarter 
1982 prices to bo pros- 
surod, coinparod with tho 
third-quarter. 

The analysts agreed the 
U.S. cow herd is rebuilding 
and most expect total cat¬ 
tle numbers to be up about 
2% in the January cattle in¬ 
ventory report. Although 
the cattle industry has 
been unprofitable much of 
the past 2 years, the biolog¬ 
ical makeup of the cows 
makes it impossible bo 
reverse the rebuilding 
phase at its present point.

In a petition filed In 
June, AMI had asked 
USDA to return }deld grad¬ 
ing to a voluntary option 
for used of that service. 
AMI also asked USDA to 
revise Its yield grade for¬ 
mulas to allow for the 
removal of kidney, pelvic, 
heart and other fat from 
hot.carcasses jbefore yield

Molpus said AMI contin¬ 
ues to support changes in 
hoof grades but is concern¬ 
ed that these changes be in 
the best interest of all 
phases of the meat indus- 
biy from producer to con¬ 
sumer. AMI plans to pre¬ 
pare a detailed position on 
the proposal after its beef 
committee meets in late 
January. 

USDA's beef grade pro¬ 
posal was prompted by an 
NCA petition asking that 
current beef grades be 
modified in light of in¬ 
creased consumer demand 
for leaner beef. The petition 
asked USDA to de^mpha- 
size the amount of marb¬ 
ling—or intramuscular fat 
—as a grading criteria.

end Pigs Report made, the 
sources said, was to turn 
around tlie nogotlve psy¬ 
chology which had plagu^ 
hog pr^ucers in late 1981. 

With Buch a change in at¬ 
titude, plus reduced hog 
numbers, cash hog prices in 
the first quarter of 1982 
will be In the mid $40 per 
cwt. range, the sources 
said. 

Most of the sources had a 
difficult time justifying the 
drastic decline in hog num¬ 
bers the report showed. 
Most said the report had 
underestimated hog num¬ 
bers. 

Glenn Grimes, agricul¬ 
tural economist with the 
University of Missouri, 
said tlio report showed 
slaughter during the first 
quarter of 1982 would bo 
down 10% from ycor-oarlier 
lovola. 

"Tho odds are that 
slaughter will not >>e down 
that low, however," Grimes 
said. First-quarter slaugh¬ 
ter probably will bo down 
6% because there aro more 
hogs than the report show¬ 
ed, ho said. 

"The iiog producing in¬ 
dustry is changing so fast 
and 1 think the USDA 
report shows only what the 
smaller hog producers are 
doing," Grimes added. 

Dick Hummel, analyst 
with Farmers Grain end 
Livestock Corp„ predicted 
second-quarter prices 
ivould be arottnd $39 to 
840. 

"Farmers' bullish reac¬ 
tion to the Hogs and Pigs 
Report plus cheap com 
coats wui encourage hog 
producers to build up in¬ 
ventories. We won't see 
great reductions in num¬ 
bers at this particular 
pc^nt," Hummel said. 

Contrary to Hummel's 
view, Dick Jurgens, ana¬ 
lyst with Interstate Live¬ 
stock Producers Assn., ex- 
pecta cash hog prices to.be 
at the $60 level by April, 
Jur^ns maintained l^t 
once winter weather lus 
aubalded and farmers be¬ 
come more Interested' In

movo up slightly and then 
sideways, stymied by the 
economy, they said. 

Extreme breeding herd 
exponsion will not occur 
thoroughout 1982, the 
sources said. "Interest 
rates and construction 
costs will keep expansion 
on the back burner," Jur¬ 
gens said. 

However important the 
numbers may appear, the 
general economy and de¬ 
mand for pork will be the 
most influential factors in 
1982, the sources agreed. 

John Francis, director of 
merchandising with the 
National Livestock and 
Meat Board, said pork de¬ 
mand in 1982 will be much 
like the demand in 1981. 
"The econOD\y still will be a 
big issue," he said. 

Pork won many con¬ 
sumer dollars in 1981 
bocause of its price and 
gonoral improved quality, 
Francis said. But because 
of Uia overall "bare bones 
approach," pork consump¬ 
tion will not dramatically 
IncroBse during 1982. 

Based on a National Cat¬ 
tlemen’s Assn, report, pork 
consumption will be down 
to 64.1 lb. per capita, com¬ 
pared with 66.0 lb. in 1981, 
Francis said. The decline in 
consumption Is expected as 
a result of reduced hog pro¬ 
duction. 

Tom Vaughn, director of 
meat procurement for the 
Kroger Co., predicted pork 
consumption and Ite share 
of retail display space will 
remain the same In 1982. 
"The consumer still ia the 
big question mark," be 
said. 

If the Hogs and' Pigs 
Report figures are true, 
and there are $60 hogs in 
1982, the price etrength 
definitely be reflected 
at the retail level, Vaughn 
said.

mains to be seen,” Wilson 
said.

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Beef prices rally to 
close out holidays 

AFl'ER FIZZLING AT THE end of 1981, the beef com¬ 
plex got off to u fresh start with a $2 per cwt, rally, closing 
at $94 and probably move sidoways this week. Good clear- 
anco and traditionally good beef demand fallowing the 
holidays boosted dressed beef prices as reported by market 
sources. Nearby dressed beef price increases will be 
limited until slaughter levels decline in the second half of 
January. 

Cattle feeders are current, but cutout levels are positive 
for packers and fabricators, which will stablize dressed 
beef prices. Sources report an increase in the number of 
good grade cattle made available, as cold temperatures 
have decreased rates of weight gain. Slaughter levels are 
expected to remain in the 126,000 range with levels 
tampering off in the second half of the month. If present 
weather conditions continue the next few weeks, the 
number of market-ready cattle will tighten, supporting 
higher cattle prices later in the mouth, according to 
market sources. 

Choice steer prices this week will remain mostly steady, 
topping at the $01.60 mark, basis T^aa Panhandle. As 
boof prices ralliod to usher In the new year, pork prices 
followed suit. Frosh pork channels are being refllled after 
the holidays, resulting In steady to higher prices. Since 
the USDA quarterly hogs and pigs report, cash belly 
prices have been following the futures, sources said, but 
the market does not warrant sustained price levels and 
will move lower.
